Prayious {9 the strike the men in Schuylki'l, dis-
satisfed with what they called the “miserably 10w
rate of wagen,” were procuring travelllug siokels,
and were making off inl Jurge numbers 80 the upper
reglons in the hope of oblalning work at the higher
rafe there paid, But the sudden and scvere lower-
Ing of the rate of wages in the latter reglon has sud-
denly puta stop to all such intentions, and those
who thought to better themsolves now remain in
Schuylkill, where they are mostly content to work
for what they can get.,

That the Scranton men ghonld strike at the great
redustion in wages which was suddenly put upon
them was not to be wondered at, thongt strikes are
always to be deprecated and avolded If the com-

uy wade the grest dednction with the expecta-

mm of leaving room for a compromise, they wers
for once mistaken In thelr caiouiations, aod wo are
henrtily glad of it. Iiut if they parposely fixed the
rate 80 low in order to precipitate the sirlke for their
own interest, wa are sorry that the men have fadlen
into the wrap thus set for them. The coal trade
ought not %6 be arbitrarily roled hir A& combination
either on the slde of men or employers, sud any-
thing looking towards the thwarting of the unjast
demands on either elde I8 to be welcomed by all
who are in any way Interested (n the trade, A more
just aystem than that in vogae will be more esasily
obtalned when the present arrangement (8 per-
sonally found to work dissatisfactorily to all parties,
and this state it is hoped 18 now nencly atbained.

The s'riking parties are the men employed by the
Delaware, Lackawanna and Woestern, the la-
ware and Hudeon, and the Peansylvania Coal
Companies. Why those Lelonging to the last two
have joined the strike I8 not known, as it was only
the Lackawanna Company that proposed to rednce
waged The strike in the regions worked by these
eompanies I8 general, and some collieries bave
ptopped in other reglons, not on account of strikes,
pat from want of orders.

A Number of Lawyers Minos an OMos—-Nar-
roew Escape of a Boy—Three Mlores en North
Mecond Bireet Damnaged,

Al aboul 8 ¢'clock thie morning & fire broke out In
Lullding No, 188 S, Bixth street, and before any
water could be pat on the Aames they had extonded
to the roof, and, in consequence of there being mo
betilement walls, and the shingiss being eovered
with tin, the adjoining houses to the north and south
v ere much damaged. No. 188 was occupled or the
first floor by Danjel Donohue a8 a drinking saloon,
and the front eecond story room by Charles Henry
Jones, the Park Solicitor. Mr. Jones is fully lu-
sured. The rest of the bullding was used as a board-
ing-house by Mre, Ablgall J. Drake. She acoommo-
vated about twenty boarders, all of whom sufTered
severely by water, The bullding 18 owned by John
J. Royer. The fire originated in the attic occupied
Ly & man named Wilson, a scene painter. A littie
fellow who was asleep In the apartment was awa-
sened by the singeing of his halr,

No. 184 was occupled on the lower floors by Wil
I'am M. Bull, Henry T. Coleman, Beojamin Danlels,
Trnomas Wagner, Jr., aud George W. Arandel, at-
torpeys.  The remainder of the house was ocenpled
by Mrs, Vantree as a dwelling. The whole buliding
was completely fooded. There 18 no insurance,

The lower floor of No, 182 was devoted to lawyers’
offices, and was occupied by B, L. Temple and W,
1. RedhefMer, Water was the principal cause of
lo#s io this structure,

No. 180 was ocoupled on the firsat foor by Horn R.
Kneass, Christian Kneass, P. T. Raosford, and
Elijah Thomas, lawyers, and the Manufactarers’ [n-
surance Company. The thira story was oconpled
by a Mr. We'sh and family. Mrs. Welsh only yes-
terday had given birth to a girl, and it was with
considerable diMonlity that she was removed,

" Nos. 185 and 140 on the south, used on the lower
floors a8 lawyers' offices, and the upper floors as
boarding houses, were considerably damaged by
Waler,

During the alarm for the fire on South Sixth
street another fire was discovered on the fourth
fioor of the bullding No, 58 North Second gtreer, oc-
cupied by R, B, Wardin & Co., manufacturers and
wholesale faealers in tinware, The alarm was
prom ltl{! sounded and the firemen a8 quickly re-
gponde

The tire had made considerable headway before
tne flames were discovered, destroying the roof and
communicating to the third floor. The origin of she
fames |8 not Known., The third and fourth Noors
were used a8 workshops, and there was a large
stock of material on hand, The flames also eommu-
nicated to the third and rourth foord of the balld-
log Mo, 060, occupled by Nosbaum & Bacharach,
clothlers, and the fourth foor of No, 56, on the
south, occupled by J. C. Moore & Co,, dealers in
coal oll, Warden & Co.'s entire stock wis valoed at
§18,000. The loss cannot be definitely ascertained,
but it is, however, covered by insurance.

The fire destroyed a considerable quantity of
clothing on the third and foarth floors of the cloth-
g house, and a portion of the stock on the lower
Noeors was greatly damaged by water, The fire In-
gurance patrol snceeeded 1o rendering valuable ser-
vice in this bullding by means of their oil cloth
covers. The firmm of Nusbaum & Bacharach esti-
mated the value of thelr stock at §15,000, upon
which there 18 an insurance of §11,000 in the Dela-
waire Mutusl and North America Companles, The
insurance will fally cover the loss,

J. O Moore & Co, sustain only a slight loss by
fire, while thelr stock of oll 1s damaged to an extent
of & few bundred dollars, They have an Iinsurance
of §2000 in the Spring Garden lngurance Company.

Megers. Ell JKeen & Son, dealers in hats, caps, and
straw goods, No. 62 N, Second street, sustain a loss
of about §400 by watler in the basement of their
building.
